NEW YORK PROFESSOR SAYS 
WOMAN CANNOT BE A FRIEND 


Reason Is She Is a Satellite Not Or- 
ganized So That She Can 
Stand Alone. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Charles Gray 
Shaw, professor of philosophy at New 
York University, who has devoted con- 
siderable time and effort in research 
work on the problem of ‘“‘Can a woman 
be a friend; if not, why not?” says: 

“She cannot be a friend, for although 
the word is given in both genders, the 
fact alone is masculine. The reason 
for this state of unfriendliness in woman 
is that to be a friend a clear-cut per- 
sonality and a disinterested outlook on 
life are required. Woman lacks both 
of these. 

“Woman is never a friend because 
she is never an individual, and to be an 
individual one must stand alone. Wom- 
an is a planet—a satellite—well adapted 
te revolving around some center, but not 
organized to stand alone. 

“Men’s clubs, of which they are so 
rroud, are combinations made for kill- 
ing time and fostering lazifess. On the 
other hand, the woman's club is an at- 
tempt to generate feminine friendship. 
It is a hothouse for tender plants.”

OUT OF FRANCE 


Charged With Aiding Four Army 
Officers to Overstay Their 
Leave iu Paris. 


APPEALS TO U. S. EMBASSY

PARIS, Dec. 6.—Lilian Tobin Orr of 
Boston, wife of William Orr, a wealthy 
manufacturer at Piqua, O., who has re- 
sided in Paris 10 #ears, was expelled from 
Paris Saturday by the French Govern- 
ment, despite efforts of the American 
embassy in her behalf. Mrs. Orr is 
charged‘on four counts of aiding and 
abetting French officers overstay 

their leave. 


Beautiful, despite her prematurely grey 
hair, slender and modishly dressed, 
Lilian Orr is well known among mem- 
bers of the Americans and the English 
Speaking colony in Paris* who frequent 
expensive cafes and restaurants. The 
fewness of Americans here since the 
war began caused her to associate chief- 
ly with young French officers, and three 
weeks ago she received a military order 
expelling her within six days. 

Mrs. Orr appealed to Ambassador 
Sharp, who inquired of the Prefect of 
Police and the military authorities, but 
learned of the indubitable evidence 
against her furnished by four officers 
and domestic servants employed in the 
Orr apartment. The Ambassador, how- 
ever, succeeded in obtaining a stay, en- 
abling Mrs. Orr to dispose of her apart- 
ment and arrange passports via En- 
gland instead of to America direct. She 
left Saturday night for London, telling 
friends at the station that she might 
ne gy to Ohio and rejoin her husband

MORRIN ASKS PRESIDENT To 
RESTORE HIS CITIZENSHIP 


Wilson Shakes Hands With St. Louis 
Iron Worker, and Will 
Consider Case. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.~Paul J. Mor- 
rin, former business agent in St. Louis 
of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, 
who served a three-year term in prison 
for connection with dynamite outrages, 
twice shook hands with President Wil- 
son yesterday, when he called at the 
capitol to ask for the restoration of his 
citizenship. In a private conference with 
the executive he also asked for the free- 
dom of John H. Barry, also a St. Louis- 
an, who still has five months to serve. 
The President consented to meet Mor- 
rin after Senator Stone, as spokesman 
for a Missouri delegation, had briefly 
stated the case of Morrin and Barry. 
“I would like to have you meet Mor- 

rin,”’ the Senator said. 

The St. Louis labor man, of powerful 
frame, Was brought in and the Presi- 
dent remarked that prison life appar- 
ently had not injured his health. Mor- 
rin admitted it had not. 

The others drew aside while Morrin 
stated his case, and the President lis- 
tened attentively. Morrin explained that 
the loss of his citizenship had hurt kim 
more than his prison term. Considera- 
tion of his request and a careful reading 
of the briefs filed in his behalf were 
promised. 

As he turned to go, the President, who 
had grasped his hand heartily when 
Morrin was introduced, shook hands 
with him again. 


100 DROWNED ON SPANISH 
STEAMER LOST IN STORM 


Vessel Bound From New Orleans te 
Barcelona Founders 200 
Miles Off Canaries. 

MADRID. Dec. 6.—One hundred mem- 
bers of the crew of the Spanish steamer 
Pio IX, from New Orleans to Barcelona, 
were drowned by the sinking of the ves- 
sel in a storm when 20 miles off the 
Canary Islands. 

Twenty-two members of the crew gere 
saved. 

The Pio IX, laden with cotton, carried 
no passengers. The steamship Buenos 
Aires, which was in the vicinity, was 
able to give only slight assistance on 
account of the high sea.

Assessment for 1917 Fixed: at 
Conference Between the Mayor 
and Comptroller. 


MEANS $600,000 CUT 


Part of Mill Tax Payments Are 
to Be Transferred to Gen- 
eral Revenue Fund. 


Mayor Kiel and Comptroller Player, at 
an informal conference this afternoon, 
agreed that the tax rate for 1917 
should be reduced 10 cents, from $2.35 to 
$2.25, on the $100 valuation. 

The tax rate is fixed annually by the 


Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
of which the Mayor, the Comptroller and 
the President of the Board of Aldermen 
are the members. This board sends a 
tax rate bill to the Board of Aldermen, 
which invariably passes the ordinance 
containing the rate suggested by the 
Board, so that today’s agreeement be- 
tween the Mayor and the Comptroller 
virtually determines the rate for 1917. 
To Cut Revenue $600,000. 

A reduction to 10 cents in the tax rate 
will decrease the city’s revenue by 
$600,000. To meet this reduction in rev- 
enue the Mayor and Comptroller agreed 
to transfer $600,000 to the revenue funds 
from the mill-tax payment of $1,839,200 
which was made by the United Railways 
several months ago. 

It also was agreed that both the Mayor 
and the Comptroller would fight the Po- 
lice Department’s efforts to obtain an 
increase in salaries. Such increases are 
ordered by the State Legislature, and 
when ordered must be paid by the city. 
Heretofore, Comptroller Player said, he 
has been the only city official in active 
opposition to increased police salaries, 

Mayor Kiel announced that he not 
only would oppose police salary 
creases, as Mayor and member ex-officio 
of the |! rd of Police Commissioners, 
but woul. enlist other city officials in 
the opposition. The Comptroller has 
estimated, as has been told before, that 
the salary increases to be sought by 
the Police Department would total $750,- 


000 a year, whereas the Police Depart-. 


ment is now costing the city more than 


ta ae’ 46 “Btand, 


The Mayor and Comptroller algo de- 
cided that it was impossible, at this 


time, to abolish the merchants and inan-. 


ufacturers’' tax, which nets the city an 
annual revenue of $1,000,000. The abolish- 
ment of tuis tax was suggested by 
President Aloe of the Board of Aldef- 
men, in his recent inaugural speech. As 
a substitute Aloe had suggested a moft- 
gage recording tax and a municipal in- 
come tax. 

During the conference Mayor Kiel 
asked Comptroller Player what he meant 
by giving out a statement, iast Monday, 
to the effect that the city would go into 
bankruptcy if proposed increases in mu- 
nicipal expenditures were carried out. 

The Comptroller explained that his 
statements were not designed as a critl- 
cism of the Mayor and the administra- 
tion, but to point a warning to those 
uho are advocating these wholesale ex- 
renditures of public money without giv- 
ing thought as to how the city was go- 
ing to get the funds with which to meet 


‘them. 


The new tax rate will be officially 
fixed next April, and will prevail on 
assessments made next June, for the 
fiscal year of 1917. Of the present tax 
rate of $2.35, the city receives $1.57, the 
schools 60 cents and the State 18 cents. 
For purely municip&l purposes the city, 
out of the $1.57, receives $1.15, so that for 
1917 the city will get $1.06 out of each 
$2.35 paid. The remainder of the 42 
cents taken by the city is apportioned 
for the maintenance of the public li- 
brary, public museum and for interest 
on bonds and retirement of bonds. 

Collector of Revenue Koeln announced 
during the morning that he thought it 
had beén a serious mistake for the city, 
under the new charter, to abolish the 
rebate for prompt payment of taxes. 

In support of this contention, he 
pointed out that only $497,802.88 in taxes 
had been collected this year, from Sept. 
1 to Dec. 2, as compared with $6,048,449.94 
collected in the same period in 1913, the 
last year when rebates were given to 
taxpayers. Last year, in the same pe- 
riod, $1,702,188.18 was collected, so that 
the decreased collections this year, 28 
compared with last year, are more than 
$1,200,000. 

Under the rebate plan, abolished by 
the new carter, rebates were paid only 
on the city’s portion of the tax bill, at 
a rate of 8 per cent per annum, start- 
ing with two per cent for September 
payment, and decreasing to no rebate 
on Dec. 31. In 1913, when $5,048,449 was 
collected, $73,364 was paid in rebates. 
Delayed payment of taxes, the Collec- 
tor pointed out, deprives the city of in- 
terest on the total collections, which 
are largely in excess of the city’s share 
o* taxes on which rebates were given. 

The tax levy for 1916 is $15,272,121.38, 
including $848,192 which will be collect- 
ed from banks and trust companies on 
their stocks, on an assessment basis of 
50 per cent of the par value of stocks. 
The tax levy in 1915 was $14,813,396.77, and 
the actual amount of taxes collected 
Was $13,156,997.85. The estimated as- 
sessed valuation in the city this year 
is $650,200.20, which includes $98,360,000 
personal property and $37,000,000 for pron- 
erty of railroad, bridge, telegraph and 
telephone companies.

LLOYD-GEORGE 
AN OUTSTANDING 
FIGURE OF WAR 


AVID LLOYD-GEORGE, throughout 
the war has been one of the out- 
standing figures. He succeeded the late 
Lord Kitchener as Secretary of State for 
War last July. 

Lioyd-George’s career compassed a 
rise from poverty and obscurity to high 
power and prominence. He was born in 
Manchester, ‘n 1868, son of a Welsh 
schoolmaster. He was president of the 
Board of Trade from 190 until 1908, and 
then Chancellor of the Exchequer from 
1908 until 1916. During the first year and 
a half of the war he was the directing 
genius of British finances, and then he 
became Minister of Munitions. He or- 
ganized the plants and workers for the 
production of the things needed by the 
fighters, and it was not long before 
Great Britain's mer on the various 
fronts were supplied as well, if not bet- 
ter, than their enemies. 

When Kitchener went down with a 
cruiser that was taking him to Russia 
there was talk that Lloyd-George would 
succeed him. He has frequently been 
called “the great oconciliator.” It was 
he who settled the strikes of the Welsh 
coal miners and brought order into an 
industrial situation that was chaotic. 
Asquith became Premier of Great Brit- 
ain in 1908, succeeding Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, and at once began a 
policy of reform—pariiamentary, social 
and constitutional—of a radical nature, 
aided by Lioyd-George. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the war 
the Liberal Cabinet of Asquith began 


‘to be assailed by its political enemies, 


mainly on the conduct of the war, ahd 
partioulariy with regard to the naval 
branch of the British forces. So bitter 
was this campaign that on May 26, 1915, 
a coalition Cabinet was formed, Asquith, 
however, retaining the portfolio of Prime 
Minister. |

the Government's postponement of con-

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LINE IS SUNK 


John Lambert Shelled “Without Warning” Off 
Isle of Wizht; Was on Way to Be De- 
livered; American Crew Safe. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The steamship 
John Lambert, listed in the Maritime 
Register as an American vessel, was 
shelled and sunk without warning by 
a German submarine off the Isle of 
Wight on Nov. 22, according to mem- 
bers of the crew, Americans, who ar- 
rived here today on the French line 
steamship Espagne from Bordeauy. 

The John Lambert was one of 12 ves- 
sels built on the Great Lakes, which the 
French line agreed to purchase® Accord- 
ing to the arrivals today the vessel was 
on its way to Havre for delivery to the 
French interests. 

John Bernardus, second officer of 
the John Lambert, said that the ves- 
sel flew the French flag when she 
went down.and had been using that 
flag, although not yet formally 
turned over to the French. He said 
he was on the bridge at the time the 
attack began and that the first shot 
struck the water about 10 feet ahead 
of the ship’s bow. The second, he said, 
hit the bridge. 

“As soon as the submarine opened 
fire on us, I ordered the French flag 
run up and Ahe men to take to the 
boats,” Bernardus said. 

The attack took place at 4:30 p. m., 2% 
miles south of the Isle of Wight, mem- 
bers of the crew said. The engineer, 
Edward Harrison, of this city said the 
U-boat made its presence known by 
sending a shell through the John Lam- 
beft’s bridge and that the firing con- 
tinued during the time the crew was 
taking to the boats, 12 shots in all being 
fired. 

The crew, numbering 16, all of whom 
arrived here today, without their cap- 
tain, said they rowed 40 miles to the 
French coast, being on the water 12 
hours, and that shortly after the John 
Lambert went down they saw the sub- 
marine attack and sink two unidentified 
vessels—a steantship and a bark. 

The John Lamber$} was the last of ths 
1° Great Lakes craft to be taken to 
France for delivery. Eighty members 
of the crews of four of them were pas- 
sengers on the Espagne today. 

The Great Lakes and St, Lawrence 
Transportation Co. owned #the John 
Lambert, of 1555 tags gross, which was 
built in 198 at Chicago. The vessel 
sailed from Montreal, Oct. 20. 


PALERMO SUNK; 
CARRIED 72 TONS 
OF EXPLOSIVE 


Sailor Killed Said to Have Been 
American; German Note © 
on the Arabia Case. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 6.—State Depart- 
ment officials had received no reports 
early today on the sinking without 
warning of the John Lambert by a Ger- 
man submarine. Steps will be taken to 
ascertain promptly the facts in the case. 
Brief congplar dispatches, received 
late yesterday, told of the sink- 
ing of the Italian steamer Paler- 
mo, ,with 2% Americans aboard, off 
the dpanish coast. News dispatches in-. 
dicated that the vessel, which -had 163 
horses, 868 mules and 1452 cases of p~ow- 
erful explosives on board, was armed 
with two 3-inch guns, mounted aft. These 
messages say she was shelled before 
being torpedoed and this has given rise 
to the belief that the ship tried to es- 
cape and thus lost her immunity. 

The announcement of the sinking of 
the Palermo came close on the receipt 
of a preliminary German reply on the 
ainking of the British liner Arabia, say- 
ing that the Teuton submarine com- 
mander had taken her for an armed 
transport, and asking for any informa- 
tion the United States might have con- 
cerning the character of the boat. In- 
quiries also are pending concerning the 
British horse ship Marina and the Amer- 
ican steamer Chemung. 

Additional details concerning the sink- 
ing of the Palermo are being sought and 
will be awaited here The vessel, which 


has been carrying huge cargoes of 
freight to Italy ever since the war start- 
ed, sailed from New York, Nov. 16, for 
Spezia, the Italian naval base. She 
passed Gibraltar one week ago yesterday 
and was due at her destitution Sunday. 

The explosive she carried was trinl- 
trotoluol. There were 72 tons of it, the 
most deadly explosive known. Her own- 
ers were the Navigacione Generale Ital- 
jana, whose New York agents were 
Hartfield, Solari & Co. The vessei was of 
9023 tons and Capt. Simon Gulion was 
the master. 

A news message said that one sailor, 
believed to be an American, had been 
wounded by ghell fire and died iater in 
}a hospital at Falafiugel., Spain, w. ere 
the survivors were landed. Three others 
were wounded. 

Attack on the Arabia. 

Concerning the German message about 
the attack on the steamer Arabin. Fecre- 
tary Lensing declined to cynmert f: r- 
ther than to say that it added nothing 
to the informatior. in the hands of the 
departinent. It is underst»od that the 
German request vor information «ill be 
complied with, but it is uncertain 
whether a statement of tho American 
Jovernment’s views will accompany the 
information or be withheld pending a 
further communication from Germany.

Meantime officia's of the 
Stale Department are more than ordi- 
narily reticent regarding the situation. 

It was anrounced at the department 
that Austria-Hungary had been vx)ed 
to make an investigation of ‘t.e sink- 
ing of the Chemung in the Moditerra- 
nean, Nov. 28. The question of weth- 
er the vessel carried more than 60 per 
cent contraband cargo, justifying, ir. the 
opinion of some authorities, the sinking 
of a reutral craft, which a captor is un- 
able to take into port, apparently is the 
only point at issue in this case. ‘ihe 
Chemung was sunk by an Austrian sub- 
marine after warning, and the members 
of the crew in their boats were towed 
to within five miles of shore. 


Chemung Captain Tells U. 8. Embassy 
of Sinking of His Ship. 
MADRID, Dec. 6.—Capt. Duffy of the 
American steamer Chemung, recently 
sunk, arrived here yesterday and went 
immediately to the American Embassy, 
where he made a statement regarding 

the sinking of his vessel. 

In an interview with the Associated 
Press correspondent at Valencia, Capt. 
Duffy said his ship carried no contra- 
band whatever. He declared no warning 
or signal had been received when the 
submarine began firing from a distance 
of about two miles. The second "shot 
shattered the bow, the Chenfung hove 
to and the submarine, after a brief in- 
spection, gave 10 minutes for the crew 
to take to boats, which were conducted 
within five miles of the Spanish coast 
by the submersible.

FOUR FOR U. S. NAVY 


Tentative Estimate Puts Cost of 
35-Knof Ships at About 
$21,000,000 Each. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Newport 


News Ship Building and Dry Dock Co, 
and the Cramps, in proposals submitted 
t. the Navy Department for the build- 
ing of battle cruisers, based their bids 
or actual cost, plus 10 per cent for 


profit. The Union Iron Works of San 
I’'rancisco and the Fore River Ship- 
Puilding Co. offered to puild the ships 
at cost plus 15 per cent. None of the 
companies made flat bids. Four vessels 
are to be built. 


Four New Ships for U. §. 
The four battle cruisers are the first 


vessels of this type to be designed for 
the American navy. 

The ships are expected to be the larg- 
est and swiftest fighting craft ever 
built, with a maximum horsepower of 
18,000, designed to drive them faster 
than 35 knots an hour as against less 
than 30 knots for the fastest European 
battle cruisers. Fully loaded they will 
displete more than 32,000 tons. Each 
will he 850 feet long and will carry 10 
14-inch long range guns. 

Congress authorized six of the ships 
to be built within three years as a fly- 
ing wing for the fleet. A tentative es- 
timate of the cost is fixed at approxi- 
mately $21,000,000 each, the limit for hull 
and machinery being $16,500,000 per ship. 

The Newport News company fixed the 
time for construction at 51 months, with 
the turbo-electric propulsion. The Union 
[ron Works and the Fore River company 
submitted similar proposals for one ship 
each to be completed within 48 months.

ARTISTS, LECTURER DECLARES 


Louls Agassiz Fuertes Addresses an 
Audience at Washington 
University. 


Songsbirds are not conscious artists, 
are not esthetic, do not enjoy their own 
in fact, are not aware they are 

as for “art 
the 


music, 
producing music, 
art's sake,”’ 
knows nothing. So says 
Agassiz Fuertes, fellow of the 
American Ornithologists’ Union, to an 


audience that crowded the auditorium 
in the north building of Washington 
University Medical building last even- 
ing, in a lecture on “‘The Songs and 
Calls of Familiar Birds.” 

For 20 years, ever since his gradua- 
tion from Cornell University, he has 
made the study of birds his life’s work. 

Fuertes explained that the bird’s mat- 
ing song is really his mating song. Birds 
sing at mating and breeding time and 
not at other times. The species of fam- 
fiiar birds in this region which seem 
to sing all summer long, for instance, 
do go because they raise three or four 
broods each season. The male bird 
makes a noise—very frequently it is‘a 
rhythmical and musical nolse—to ex- 
press his sense of possession. He is not 
consciously a choir member. 

‘‘'There is a class of birds,” said the 
lecturer, “such as the woodpecker, 
which have no singing qualities. How- 
ever, they must make a noise in due 
season, so the woodpecker pecks the 
wood. That is his substitute for the 
thrush’s melody.”

Calling of Teutons “Huns” Is 
Inexplicable to Him-——-Blames 
Part of Press for War.

Willcox, who corroborated the identifi- 
cation, was the assistant in Osborne’s 
office who saw “‘Oliver Osborne” when 
the latter visited Osborne to tell him he 
was the wooer of Rae Tanzer. 

Miss Tanzer, when she brought a $50,- 
900 suit against James W. Osborne for 
breach of promise, declared he and 
“Oliver’’ Osborne were the same person. 

Rae Tanzer and her sisters have not 
been invited by United States Attorney 
Marshall to confront Wax. Assistant 
Attorney Hernstein telephoned to Lewis 
Stuyvesant Chanier, counsel for Miss 
Tanzer, that ‘“‘we do not need your 
client here and have no desire to see her 
here until we send for her.’’ 

Marshal! said there was no legal rea- 
son for confronting Wax with Miss 
Tanzer until she shall be put on trial a 
second time for perjury in her accu- 
sations against Lawyer Osborne.

Dr. Robert Hunter of Philadelphia, the 
Rev. William S. Jacobs of Houston, and 
the Rev. John T. Bergen of Minneapo- 
lis. The shop meetings will be held each 
week day during the Council's sessions, 
which continue until next Tuesday. 

John R. Mott was the most prominent 
figure in the conferences, last evening 
and this morning, which were prelimi!- 
nary to the opening of the convention. 
Mott, who is a leader in Y. M. C. A, 
and foreign missionary work, declined 
the post of Minister to China, which was 
tendered to him by President Wilson. 

He is now a member of the Commis- 
sion on Mediation with Mexico. He has 
made a study of religious and social con- 
ditions in Germany and Austria, as well 
as in France and England, within the 
last year. | 

He declined to speak for publication 
of his European observations, or of the 
Mexican situation. Addressing the guests 
at a dinner in the Second Baptist Church 
last evening, he laid stress on the neces- 
sity for a ‘united front’ in the conflict 
of Christianity with “materialism, mer- 
cantileism and worldliness.’’ The 
churches must ‘‘push in together,” he 
said, in foreign lands and in the United 
States. 

“With 4,300,000 of the men of European 
lands now filling soldiers’ graves,’’ he 
said, ‘‘the world has had enough of di- 
visions and hatred.”’ 

The Rev. Roy B. Guild of New York, 
executive secretary of the council, spoke 
of conditions in American cities, and 
scemed to imply that San Francisco was 
the least religious city of which he 
had knowledge: ‘‘In San Francisco,”’ he 
declared, ‘‘there are more saloon keep- 
ers and bartenders than there are male 
members of all the Protestant churches. 
Think of that, some of you ministers 
who think conditions in your own fields 
@re discouraging.”’ | 

This afternoon's program included de- 
votional exercises, election of officers 
and repurts of committees, including the 
Commitee of Fifteen, named at the 
Council’s last session to survey the ac- 
tivities of the organization. 

Among those scheduled to participate 
in the opening meeting were Bishop 
S. C. Breyfogel of the Evangelical As- 
sociation, Bishop W. H. Fouke of the 
United Evangelical Church, Bishop E. D. 
Mouzon of the Metiodist Church, South, 
and the Rev. D Willlam H. Black, 
president of Missouri Valley College of 
Marshall, Mo. 

At tonight’s meeting the presidents 
address will be made by Prof. Shailer 
Matthews of the University of Chicago. 
Addresses of welcome will be delivere/|’ 
by Bishop Tuttle, Dean Davis of Christ 
Church Cathedral, and Bishop E. R. 
Hendrix of Kansas City. Bishop Sam- 
uel Fallows of the Reformed Episcopal 
Church of Chicago will preside. An in- 
formal reception will follow the meet- 
ing. 

The Committee of Fifteen, in its re- 


| port, said the importance of close co- 


operation between the council and the 
churches had been shown. It was rec- 
commended that the council's sessions 
should be held every two years, {nstead 
of every four. 

‘In the field of international rela- 
tions,’’ says the report, ‘‘the council 
has appropriately sought to ‘express the 
spirit of the churches in voicing the 
great principles of Christianity in their 
application to the spiritual relations be- 
tween races and nations. The Admin- 
istrative Committee has, we believe, 
with great wisdom proceeded constant- 
Iv with a view to sustained recognition 
of the duty of Christian people to pre- 
serve the mind of good will, to think 
no evil, to love mercy, and to hold fast 
the spirit of human brotherhood. 

“The general seeretary made an ‘un- 
official visit to Europe, of signal im- 
portance, in which he sought to secure’ 
for the American churches such infor- 
mation and counsel as might be ob- 
tained from the Christian brethren in 
Europe regarding the sympathy and 
service which the churches of the Fed- 
eral council might be welcomed in ex- 
pressing and extending, both now and 
at the close of the war. 

“We recognize the clear duty of the 
council to express the common mind of 
our churches on the broad questions of 
vorld peace and friendsnip.”’

Secretary Says -Federal Appro- 
priations Should Not Be Dic- 
tated by Politicians. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Secretary Mc- 
Adoo'’s annual report of the Govern- 
ment’s finances, presented to Congress 
today, estimates that the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1917, will show a balance 
of $115,000,000 in the general fund, but 
that the figures a year later—June 0, 
1918, will show a deficit in the general 
fund of $185,000,000. 

Preliminary estimates place the cost of 
conducting the Government for the com- 
ing fiscal year 1918, exclusive of the 
postal service, which {s expected to be 
self-sustaining, and other deductions, 
at $1,278,021,000. The ordinary receipts 
for the fiscal year 1918 he estimates at 
$995,550,000, which is $282,471,000 less than 
the estimated expense. 

Estimates of large expenditures for 
national defense carry the estimated out- 
lay beyond the estimated income. 

For the fiscal year 1916 now drawing 
to a close, thé Secretary reports great 
prosperity and expresses greatest confi- 
dence for the future. ‘‘During the past 
year,”’ the Secretary says, “‘the pros- 
perity which set in so strongly during 


the fiscal year 1915 has grown in strength 
and volume and is now widely diffused

Through the operations of 
the Federal reserve system and with our 
abundant supply of gol@as a basis, the 
credit resources of the United States 
have become more than sufficient for 
home demand, and we have been able to 
finance our great domestic and foreign 
trade without strain and to extend vast 
amounts of credit to other nations 
throughout the world. 

‘"The experience of the last two years 
has brought into strong relief the value 
of the Federal reserve system. It is not 
too much to say that our great pros- 
perity could not exist without it. The 
usefulness of the system has been broad- 
ened recently by the amendatory, act of 
Sept. 7, 1916, which renders it more at- 
tractive to member banks and increases 
the scope and services of the Federal re- 
serve banks. Due to the transference of 
vault and other reserves to Federal re- 
serve banks, authorized by the original 
act and amendatory act, the resources 
of said banks are now mre than $650,000, - 
000, while the total reserves held are 
over $400,000,000, and, in addition, more 
than $230,000,000 is held by the Federal 
reserve agents as special security against 
Federal reserve notes. About one-fourth 
of the country’s stock of gold is thus 
mobilized in the hands of the Federal re- 
serve banks and agents. 

“The increasing strength and  effi- 
clency of the Federal reserve banks 
have enabled them to enlarge their di- 
rect service to the business community 
through the introduction of a definite 
and comprehensive system for the par 
clearance of checks throughout the 
country. 

‘Rates of discount at Federal reserve 
banks have continued low throughout 
the year, and most of their open-market 
paper, consisting largely of acceptances 
growing out of foreign trade, has been 
taken below a 2% per cent basis. Rates 
of interest throughout the country have 
been reduced and stabilized with great 
advantage to the business of the coun- 
try. 

‘It would have been _impossible to 
finance our vast domestic. and foreign 
trad¢@ without the facilities provided by 
the Federal reserve system. Not only 
has it met the normal and extraordi- 
nary needs of business, but it has es- 
tablished confidence securely. Business 
has been able to go forward without 
apprehension and the several crises 
which the country has faced in its in- 
ternational rélations during the past 
two years have been accompanied bv 
no disturbances and have caused not 
even a tremor in the financial ;, world. 
The crops of 1915 and 196 were financed 
without difficulty and to the great ad- 
vantage of the farmers, and the indus 
trial troubles which at one time seemed 
imminent, because of the threatened 
railway strike last summer, were not 
accompanied by the slightest financial 
uneasiness. Happily, the country has 
been at peace and business and enter- 
prise have had the largest opportunity 
for favorable development under the 
most auspicious conditions. 

“Tf we make intelligent use of our 
great power and exceptional financial re- 
sources, we can cope successfully witn 
any conditions the future may develop.”’ 

One of the features of the report is a 
discussion of present methods of con- 
structing public buildings. 

“T am convinced,” says the secretary, 
“that the methods pursued by the Con- 
gress for the last 15 years providing Fed- 
eral buildings through so-called omni- 
bus public building bills have resulted in 
the construction of many public build- 


ings in small towns and localities where | 


they are not needed, and at a cost which 
is clearly unjustified by any actual re- 
quirements of the communities in which 
they are erected. The conclusion is Iir- 
resistible that authorizations for public 
buildings in these small communities are 
too frequently dictated by local reasons 
and without regard to the best interests 
of the Government. The most serious 
aspect is this: The annual operation and 
maintenance of these buildings impose on 
the Treasury a permanent and constantly 
increasing burden. 

“Common sense and business juds- 
ment would seem to demand that struc- 
tures for the transaction of Govern- 
merit business should be authorized only 
in localities where they are impera- 
tively needed, and that buildings should 
not be erected where no public’ neces- 
sity can be shown. This result can be 
accomplished by divorcing the public- 
building question from all local or po- 
litical considerations and authorizing 
nce public buildings until a thorough 
and intelligent investigation of each pro- 
posed building or project has been made 
to this department ane a full report 
thereon has been submitted to Congress. 
If such reports were followed by the 
introduction and passage of separate 
measures to cover each proposed build- 
ing project the abuses and evils of the 
omnibus bill method would be eradi- 
cated.”’ 

The Federal war risk insurance bu- 
reau, Mr. McAdoo says, should be ex- 
tended a year to Sept. 2, 1918, since Con- 
gress might not be in session next Sep- 
tember and it would be impossible then 
to continue the work if the Europeon 
war is still in progress and serious 
injury to American business might re- 
sult.

are attached. It is based on the teach- 
ings of Baha'u'llah (the name means 
giory of God), a Persian, who 
from 1817 to 1892, spending the greater 
part of his life in a Turkish prison, 
because of the view which Mohamme- 
dan officials took of his teachings. 


Issued Peace Proclamations. 

From the prison colony of Acca, in 
Syria, Baha'u'llah issued proclamations 
to the rulers of Europe, commanding 
them to establish peace. This was in 
the time of the Franco-Prussian war. 
Copies of these letters, in the original 
Persian. are now in the British Mu- 
seum. He demanded the establishment 
of an arbitral court of justice, and the 
adoption of a universal language and 
systems -of universal education. He 
gained the admiration of Tolstoi, who 
wrote of him that ‘“‘he holds the key”’ 
to the mystery of life, which others 
spend their lives in trging to unravel, 

Baha’u’lah’s teachings became known 
to Americans shortly after his death, 
through the report of an American mis- 
sionary at a religious gathering held in 
connection with the Chicago World’s 
Fair. A number of wealthy persons Be- 
came interested, and a party was sént 
t» Syria, only to find that the teacher 
was dead, and that his son, known as 
Abdul Baha, whs carrying on his teach- 
ings. Abdul Baha visited the United 
States in 1912, and is said to have pre- 
dicted, at that time, the outbreak of 
the European war in 1914. 

“Treads the Mystic Way.” 

The followers of the i3ahai teachings 
term Baha’u:llah the law giver, and 
his son the law establisher. Dr. David 
Starr Jordan is one of the Americans 
who have become interested in Bahai 
teachings, and he has. been quoted as 
saying that ‘‘Abdul Baha will surely 
unite the East and West, for he treads 
the mystic way with practical feet."’ 

Land has been purchased in Chicago 
as the site for a Bahai temple, which 
will be free to the practice of all forms 
of worship. Contributions for this tem- 
ple have come from Oriental nations, 
where it is believed that. the new tem- 
ple will bring about the union of East 
and West.

Shipments From Outside 

It is not alone in contributions of 
money that the outside public lends its 
aid to the Festival. Every year there 
come shipments of poultry and produce 
which can be utilized in the filling of 
baskets for Christmas dinners for the 
destitute families, and each year this 
character of support comes in enlarged 
measure. Sometimes much of it arrives 
after the baskets have been distributed 
and thus is too late for the specific pur- 
pose for which the friends of the poor 
designed it, but it never fails to find its 
way to an equally worthy cause, being 
distributed among the organized char- 
itable agencies. 

In order that the generous spirits liv- 
ing outside the city may have the satis- 
faction of knowing that their contribu- 
tions of supplies have gone to the mhk- 
ing of some family or families happy on 
Christmas, direction as to date for ar- 
rival of such shipments, with proper 
address for same, will be given when 
these details are definitely arranged. 

Perishable supplies, of course, should 
be timed to reach St. .Louis not earlier 
this year than noon of Friday, Dec. 22, 
owing to Christmas falling on Monday. 
Because of this fact, the distribution 
of baskets will take place on Saturday, 
Dec. 23, but those organized agencies 
which obtain their allotment in bulk 
probably will arrange in many instances 
to get them to families on their lists 
on Sunday.

CHILDREN OF U.S, 
FOR BELGIAN AID 


Gives $2000 as Nucleus of Fund 
to Be Raised to Feed 
War-Stricken Babies. 


BALTIMORBE, Dec. 6.—A gift of 10,000 
lire, about $2w0, from the Apostolic See 
of Rome, around which the children of 
America, are urged to build @ large fund 
for further relief of the children of 
Belgium, is announced in an autograph 
letter from Pope Benedict to Cardinal 
Gibbons, made publio here. The Pope 
has been moved to his appeal to Amer- 
loan children by a recent report from 
Herbert ©. Hoover, chafrman of the 
Commission for Relief in Belgium, de- 
scribing “‘the pitiable situation of nu- 
merous. Belgian children who, during 
two sad years, have been suffering from 
the lack of that proper nourishment 
necessary to sustain the tender exisc- 
ence of budding childhood.” The mes- 


sage by which Cardinal Gibbons is trans- 
mitting the appeal to the Bishops, says: 

“If I may presume to make a sugges- 
tion, [£ respectfully propose that the 
most efficient and prompt way to relieve 
tne afflicted little ones would be ob- 
tained by a general collection in your 
jurisdiction or by any other means your 
prudence would suggest.” 


Letter From the Pope. 

The Pope's letter follows: 

“My Lord Cardinal: 

“Profeund compassion of afather has 
again moved our heart, when we read 
an important letter recently sent to us 
by the distinguished chairman of the 
praisworthy ‘Commission for Relief in 
Belgium,’ describing in few words, yet 
showing proof of most terrible reglity, 
the pitiable situation of numerous Bel- 
gian children who, during two sad 
years, have been suffering from the lack 
of that proper nourishment necessary to 
sustain the tender existence of budding 
childhood. 

“In most moving terms the chairman 
has described how so many desolate fam- 
ilies, after having given everything 
humanly possible to give, now find 
therfiselves with nothing left with which 
to appease the hunger of their little 
ones. 

“Fe has made us see, almost as if they 
were passing before these very eyes, 
dimmed with tears, the long file, con- 
‘tinuously increasing, of Belgian infants 
waiting for their daily distribution of 
bread; unhappy little ones whose bodizs, 
emaciated by lack of proper nutrition, 
bear not infrequently the impress of 
some deadly sickness brought about by 
their failure to receive the food which 
children of their age require. 


Has Insufficient Means. 


“In his letter the chairman has told 
us how, in order to ward off so much 
fliness, his commission, displaying the 
very best of good will and stopping at 
no sacrifice, has arranged for the distri- 
bution to the children of a daily supple- : 
mentary meal. He sorrowfully adds, 
however, that unhappily, owing to insuf- 
ficient means, the commission has found 
itself unable to prepare and supply sucl 
extra food to all the babies who have 
need of it. re 

“In this emergency the worthy chair- 
man has turned his thought and his 
heart to the millions of children of your 
happy, noble, America, who, fn the 
abundance with which they are now sur- 
rounded, could they be given an exact 
idea of the pitlable and unfortunate con- 
dition of theif little fellow creatures in 
Belgium—more especially if an appeal- 
ing and encouraging word might reach 
them from us—would not hesitate a mo- 
ment to co-operate heartily, in accord- 
ance with some prearranged plan, to 
come promptly to the relief of these 
needy Belgian babies. 

“In view of this condition of affairs, 
we have considered the work indicated 
so humanitarian and so holy that, in 
prompt compliance with the appeal ad- 
dressed to us by those who are directing 
the work of the commission, we have 
decided to approve and recommend it, as 
we hereby do indorse it most heartily by 
these words to you, My Lord Cardinal, 
and through you, to the {llustrious mem- 
bers of the Ameritan episcopate, to thé 
clergy and to every generous heart; but 
particularly to those children of Amer- 
ica upon whom is based every hope of 
success for the plan devised by this 
beneficent institution. 

“Neither do we doubt, in truth, but 
that the happy children of America, 
without distinction of faith or of class, 


it is announced will be even more severe 
and painful than the two preceding 
years, will vie, in their innocent pride, 
with egch other to be able to extend to 
their little brothers and sisters of the 
Belgian nation, even though across the 
immense ocean, the helping hand and 
the offerings of that charity which 
knows no distance.

THE SHORT SESSIONS’ WORK. 
President Wilson devotes the greater part of 
his brief business message to his uncompleted 
program of railroad legislation. He urges Con- 
gress to finish the work begun during the late 
session by the adoption of the Adamson Dill. 

Withdrawing the suggestion that Congress 
recommend the granting of an increase of rates 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission, if found 
necessary on account of the eight-hour law, he 
presses for the enlargement and regulation of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the prohibition 
of strikes and lockouts on railroads until a full 
public investigation of the merits of disputes shall 
be completed and the empowering of the executive 
to control and operate railroads for military pur- 
poses when necessity arises. 

The President clearly and forcefully supports 
the equity of a provision for investigation, after 
all mediation and arbitration resources fail, before 
a strike can lawfully be called. It is required by 
the public interest and does not involve compul- 
sory employment. It merely enforces delay of 
organized action until the public is informed of 
the merits of the controversy between employing 
railroads and their employes. 

He pleads necessity for the reorganization of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to enable 
it to do its work and for the Government opera- 


tion of trains in the event of military necessity. 


The necessity is manifest in both cases. 

The suggestion of a recommendation of ai 
increase of rates is withheld on account of the 
“indisputably clear’ power of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to grant the increase. 

The remainder of the message is devoted to pleas 
for action by the Senate on measures passed by 
the House, dealing with greater freedom of com- 
bination for those engaged in promoting the for- 
eign trade of the country. Amendments to the 
organic law of Porto Rico, giving larger privileges 
to the Porto Ricans and more thorough regula- 
tion of the collection and expenditure of money 
in elections. 

The recent election, while the President re- 
frained from specific comment, proved the neces- 
sity of amendments ater io the corrupt 
practices act. 

The President urged the House to adopt the 
Senate bill providing for the promotion of voca- 
tional and industrial education. 

The wisdom of concentrating work on a few 
important measures of unfinished business is 
manifest. Nothing more can be done in the short 
session. The work cut out by the President, par- 
ticularly the raflroad legislation, would round 
out the important work of the present Congress 
into an excellent accomplished program. 
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Instead \of buying an electrical chair, Arizona 
has just abolished capital punishment altogether. 
The hangman’s knot is untied and there will be 
no volt disputes in “Arizony.” 
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THE LAND BANK MEASURE’S DEFEAT. 
The amendment authorizing the principle of 
the Gardner land bank bill polled a majority of 
votes in the State outside of St. Louls. The vote 
of 100,544 nays to only 47,431 ayes in this city, 
however, caused its rejection by more than 50,- 
000 majority. It is announced that a campaign 
of education designed especially for St. Louis’ 
benefit is planned and that the amendment will 
be resubmitted two years from now. 

In the meantime why not put into temporary 
effect a form of rural credit organization to whose 
legality no constitutional amendment would be 
necessary? Our idea of institutions to provide 
low-cost credit for farmers was derived from Eu- 
ropean countries and some of the most successful 
and helpful land bank organizations of those 
countries are conducted by voluntary co-operativs 
societies resembling the building loan associa- 
tions of our cities, for which the only Government 
aid furnished is careful supervision and occasional] 
valuable suggestions. 

If our farmers once learn the benefits of co- 
operation !n bringing down the exorbitant cost of 
credit, they might learn the value of co-opera- 
tion tn buying the things they have to buy and 
paeinics: « the things they have to sell.

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JUDGE PRIEST’S STRONG LETTER. 
The labored and evasive reply of Chairman 


Bakewell of the so-called Nonpartisan Citizens’ 
Committee does not meet Judge Priest’s strong 


gation of election frauds. Judge Priest’s letter 
to Mr. Bakewell contained a discriminating meas- 
ure of values and a clear and forceful exposition 
of sound public policy in connection with election 
frauds. 

He was right in finding greater menace and 
injury to public interests in fraudulent voting 
than in mistaken challenging. Challenging is 
justified by facts indicating fraud or suspicion of 
fraud. He was right in giving prime importance 
to a miscarriage of justice in a court dealing 
with alleged election offenders. In the main he 
was right in condemning prosecutions of elec- 
tion frauds by select committees or private 
funds. These may be useful instruments in un- 
covering crimes, but they cannot be depended 
upon for either impartial investigation or prose- 
cution. That duty devolves upon official prose- 
cutors. 

If neither the Federal or the State prosecutors 
have the means to investigate the charges of 
election frauds, citizens can lend useful aid by 
placing resources at their. command. Let us 
have a thorough and impartial inquiry and if 
prosecution follows, let it be official and fearless. 
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Fake noblemen have recently been swindling 
people in Italy. The war probably makes it 
hard for them to get over to America. 
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THE M’KINLEY LINB’S | -PRANOHISE. 

City Counselor Daues’ judgment is that an 
appeal to the courts should be taken from the 
order of the Interstate Commerce Commission ap- 
proving the McKinley Line’s increase from 65 to 
10 cents of the fare to Granite City, III. 

While the public has noted with satisfaction 
that the courts seldom rule adversely to the action 
of the commission, this is a case in which a 
judicial determination will assist in clearing up 
a considerable area of twilight zone. Perhaps it 
is only a coincidence that the Federal board in 
not a few orders in recent months has seemed to 
court the raising of precisely that sort of issues. 

Manifestly the case is on a different footing 
from the case that would be presented had the 
company purchased a private right of way to its 
St. Louis terminus, which right of way could not 
have been acquired at a cost of less than several 
millions of dollars. If it had paid an excessive 
sum for such a right of way, the commission 
would not have interfered for the company’s 
relief. Had it contracted to pay an excessive sum, 
the board would not have ventured to vitiate the 
contracts. 

But the company obtained its entrance privi- 
leges to the city free of charge. The only quid 
pro quo it was required to give for the immensely 
valuable portion of its assets which it derived 
from the city was contained in the compensatory 
stipulation that the fare on seven miles and a half 
of its line should not exceed the usual 5-cent 
street car fare in American cities. 

The reasoning by which Commissioner Clemens 
justifies the disturbance of this arrangement is 
a little startling. He says the Illinois 2-cent law 
would entitle the company to’ charge 15 cents 
for the haul. 

Would that law permit interurbans to charge 2 
cents a mile on any city lines they might own, ir- 
respective of franchise obligations? Such a the- 
ory might be construed to permit a charge of 
25 cents or more in cities like St. Louis, which 
bave car routes exceeding 12 miles in length. We 
know that, taking the country through, the fare 
even on interurban mileage outside of cities is 
less by a considerable fraction than 2 cents. 

The community will not be satisfied to have the 
case rest at this stage. The power of the board 
to interfere with local transit arrangements in 
the same industrial district and practically the 
some community, though bisected by a state line, 
should be defined. Its power to impair the valid- 
ity of solemnly executed franchise contracts which 
no other government authority of whatever de- 
scription—judicigl or otherwise—has ever before 
ventured to vitiate should be determined.
